An Outrage upon the Workingman. ‘ 


_ Mr, Editor: As one of the hard-handed 
sons of toil, I wish to protest against the 
reckless riding of bicycles in the streets of 
Lawrence by the students and other un- 
productive young men of Andover. There 


_ is no need of describing the dangers of 
bicycle riding. We all. know what they. 


are. The bicycle is silent, stealthy, swift! 
It frightens horses. If it frightened only 
e horses it would not be so much 
matter. The people who use such horses 
are of little account anyway. They do 
not earn their bread by the sweat of their 
brows. They only build mills and churches 
and found schools and hospitals, and teach 
religion and create work for laboring men 
who are the real producers in society, and 
should have things to themselves pretty 
much, But these bicycles frighten poor 
men’s horses, carting sand-and wood and 
whiskey and other necessaries of life. 
‘Then what right have these bicycle 


‘gentry to the use of our streets I should 


like to know? The streets were made be- 
fore bicycles were thought: of. They were 
made for mill hands exclusively. Any- 
body can see that who comes to Lawrence 
at 12 o’clock noon. He will then see how 
the people who support all other people 
by their toil, fill the sidewalks, and how 
they elbow their inferiors into the gutter, 
We do that, I tell you! It is plain enough 
that the mill owners built the sidewalks 


_and planned the streets for the hands. 


Now these aristocratic idlers, mounted 
on great wheels, really seem to think that 


- if they keep inthe middle of the streets 
-and blow ‘their lordly whistles’ to warn 


people, they have a right to come over to 
Lawrence and look at us when“we are go- 
ing to dinner! _Weé are going to teach 
them better! We began yesterday. I 
saw ohe fellow coming on the. track right 
in front of a horse car. I just 1ushed over 
‘and gave his machine a kick, I did! He 
scrabbled out himself, but the car 
made a snarl of his bicycle, you bet! 
‘There goes a hundred doilars,’”’ said he, 
‘*1’ll make you pay for it.’”” So I suppose 
I am to have a law suit. But I shall take 
the ground that the streets were not made 
to run bicycles on, and so bicycles are un- 
constitutional. Besides they interfere 
with the working people when they want 
to cross the streets. Squire Simpleton 
says I shall beat him, though the Squire 
says his fee will take a month's wages 
from me. There it is again! The Squire 
wont so much as start the sweat on his 
brow getting the money from me. Yet I 


.can’t defend myself, and they all tell me 


that 1f I don’t have a lawyer, a fellow 
who don’t do a thing but sit in his’ office 
all day and write, I shall have the ‘bicycle 
to pay for, and go to jail for assault and 
battery beside! -That’s the way the work- 
ingman is oppressed in this land of lib- 
erty! YetI could not possibly get along 
without Squire Simpleton. 

Now, Mr. Editor, just as I was writing 
that last sentence, who should come to 
my door but one of the richest and most 


aristocratic young ladies of Lawrence. 


She is the one who came to us last winter 
when my wife and all my six children 


were down with diphtheria, and took care |. 
‘of them’ and had all our meals cooked in 


her own house and brought. to us, so that 
And she said, 
“Mr. Toilson, I’ve heard of the foolish 
and wicked thing you did to-day. I’m 


only glad -the young man was not killed. 


He is a fine fellow, and is a teacher in my 
evening school where your son attends. 


_ I’ve been talking to him about you and 


your large family, and I tell him that I 
will pay for the bicycle if he won’t prose- 
cute you for assault.’? Why, Mr. Editor, 
I had been as spunky as a mouse trap 
till then, but, that just broke me down, 
and I cried like a baby! 

I really don’t know how I could get 


along: without. that. young lady, though I 


don’t think she ever did a stroke of work 
in her life. And then before she went 
away, our minister came in. He was an 
Andover student, and knew the young 
fellow who rode the bicycle. And he was 
I believe in him. 
He got.me my place here, and kept me 


. from. joining a strike last wintér, which I 


can now see was the craziest performance 
men ever concocted. To be sure he works 
only. two hours a week, on Sundays, and 
has all the rest of his time for loafing. 
Yet he is worth a good deal to me some- 
times. He said, ‘tI hear you are in trou- 
ble again Mr, Toilson. I wont deny that 
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you have done a very foolish and wicked 


thing. The law gave that young man the 
right to ride his bicycle in the roadway, 


‘and you had no right to take the law into 


your own hands. But still your prinesple 
is the true one. Nobody should be al- 
lowed to make the common highway un- 
necessarily dangerous. Even with all the 
care a passenger may use, he is not safe 
from those darting wheels. He 1s at the 
mercy of the rider, who may be thought- 
less or reckless. I ride one, but I keep it 
at a friend’s house in the suburbs and 
never use it except on the open country 
roads. 
but when I was a student in Andoyer I 
got the Selectmen to prohidit it, because 
it was so dangerous on the public high- 
ways. They said then that it was a clear 
case. They said “Those students had no 
right to make the highways dangerous for 
the poor people on foot. They just blazed 
about it!’ Of course it would have been a 
different thing 1f the poor people had 
wanted to make the roads dangerous for 
‘the student and everybody else. But the 
principle is the same. The difference, is 
the poor people have votes and store their 
money away in savings banks.’’ 

So the minister went on and told me 
many things I never thought of before. 
Finally instead of feeling | like a murderer, 
just going to"prison, I began to think that 
I was a great hero, abn ig up for, the 
rights of man! 


Now, Mr. Editor, I must wollen to you, 


that I am a little confused about this new. 
Electric Railroad. It looks to me that if 
a man should blow lip one. of. those new 
cars and everybody in it, because the wire 
had burned up one-of his-little children 
on its way to school, he would be doing 
the same thing ‘‘in principle’ as the min- 
ister put it, that I did when I ee up 
the bicycle. 

But I don’t care much tor ‘incite: EE 
never did.. And I tell you it just makes 
my blood tingle to the tips of my fingers, 
when I think. that the hard-handed sons of 
teil over here in Lawrence are going to 


-turn the Andover farmers [and students 


out of the best part of the roads they build 
and maintain, without paying a cent them- 
selves! ‘That is too rich for anything at 
all,’ as- our factory girls ‘say. Just to 
think that I,—Jeremiah Toilson, weaver 
—will be the sole passenger in a car thirty 
feet long, in the middle of an Andover 


road, sending teams and—carriages into” 


the ditches while I rush through, three 
times faster than that bicycle fellow went, 
monarch of all I survey!

Must connect with Depot. 


Mr. Editor: The street railway ques- 
tion seems now te be the burning ques- 
tion-in Andover, and rightly so. But 
there seems to be one phase of this ques- 


‘tion not thought of. 


The petition asks for rights between 
Andover and Lawrence, but not one word 
about a connection with the depot. I 
understand that the real granting of the 
franchise has not yet been decided upon 
and it is not likely to-be for a few weeks. 
I want the street railway; so do many of 
my. neighbors, but they all signed the 
petition with¢ut.a thought but that they 
were to get a direct communication with 
the depot. Now I believe that if this 
company once gets a franchise as they 
petition, it will be along day before the 
people of Andover can obtain anything 
that the company does not wish to grant. 
To-day it is in the power of the Selectmen 
to compel them to serve the people of 
Andover first,and themselves afterward 
if they would obtain these rights, but after 
the franchise is granted, it will be almost 
an impossibility. 


It seems to me those rights ihould not 


be granted without there being a pro- 
vision for a spur track from the main line 
to the depot. If such a provision cannot 
be made under the present petition, let 
there be another petition to cover it, be- 
fore any rights are granted. There area 
good many people in Andover who want 
to go‘somewhere else than to Lawrence, 
and the depot is the centre of much travel 
from Andover.

“An Anecdote of Sheridais; y 


While the United States was engaged 


in the great civil war, France and: Austria. 


took advantage of our comparatively help- 


less condition to attempt the conquest. of, 


Mexico, with a view to construct a new 
empire there under Maximilian, General 
Grant was strongly opposed to this policy, 
and after Appomatox sent Sheridan with 
an army t6'the lower Rio. Grande to ob- 
serve the movements of the foreigners 
and to be in readiness to intervene when- 
ever Congress gaye permission. 

An orderly woke the colonel soon after 
daylight one morning and urged him to go 
down to the bank of the river, as some- 
thing remarkable was going on ‘there. 
The colonel did so—it could hardly be 
called a battle—between the national 
troops, the adherents of Juarez,’and the 
Mexicans who were serving under the 
banner of Maximilian and who were in 
possession of Matamoras. The object. of 
the Juarez troops was, of course, to drive 
the enemy from Matamoras and hold the 
place, as, owing to its proximity to the 
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United States forces, it was a very im- 
portant point. Each side seemed to be 


fortified, and was engaged in a contest at 


long range, which was neither very ex- 
citing nor destructive. The next morning 
tne orderly came again to wake the colo- 
nel, and assured him that he would see 
some genuine fighting. The colonel hur- 
ried down to the bank, and there he saw 
the Juraez men leave their intrenchments, 
advance with the utmost. intrepidity, 
storm the works at Matamoras, and drive 
the adherents of Maximilian through the 
town and far. beyond out into the open 
country. Of course Sheridan could not 
send a force to the other side of the river 
without the authority of Congress and the 
War Department. That would have been 
an unheard-of proceeding. What he did 
do was to give one of his brigades a leave 
of absence, and that settled the question 
so far as Matamoras was concerned.—

ESCAPE FROM MASSACRE. 


Our family, which consisted of fa- 
ther, mother, myself and sister, had 
been living in Minnesota nearly two 
years when the Indians initiated that 
murderous and historic uprising. I 
was 16 years old and my: sister Mamie 
was 12. We were living on a 100 acre 
farm, six miles from any village and a 
mile from any neighbor... «We hada 
snug log house, barns, sheds, etc., and 
about fifty acres in cultivation. Three 


days before the outbreak my father | 


had marched.away with a company of 
recruits for the army, and this same 
company had taken almost every able 


bodied man out of our neighborhood. ~ 
. The crops were to be left for the wives 


and children to harvest, and the idea 


of trouble never entered any one’s. 


mind. While Indians were more 


numerous than white people nobody 


had reason to fear them. They were 


under care of the government, and, so 
far as anybody knew, were perfectly | 
satisfied, and entertained friendly feel- 


ings toward the settlers. 

My father left home the day before 
the outbreak, and mother went along 
to see him off. This was the case with 
several other women in our settlement. 
They left early in the morning, intend- 


ing to return next day. Sister andI 


were left entirely alone, ibut at about 9 
o’clock in the forenoon an Indian named 
Long Walk made his appearance. He 
~ had often called at our house, some- 
times staying all night. He had a bad 


-sore on his leg, caused by the bite of a 


dog, and mother had made and given 
him an ointment which was fast heal- 
ing it up. Father had mended his gun 
for him, mother had mended his clothes, 
and Long Walk.was~indebted to the 


family for maiiy other kindnesses. He 


was a man of about 40, very intelligent, 
and, as near as we could learn, had 
never been married. 

I was cutting hay about a quarter of 


a mile back of the house, and Mamie - 


was spreading it to cure when the In- 
dian appeared. He had been to the 
house and found father and’ mother 
gone. When he came down to us he 
queried : 

‘‘Where father?” 

‘Gone with the soldiers,” & replied. 

“Where mother?’ 

- “She has gone to see father off.” 

-He looked anxious and troubled, and 
when I asked if he would have some- 
thing to eat he replied in the negative. 


had nothing to say for a while. When 
I repeated my inQuiry and Mamie 


offered to cook.him some breakfast. he : 


rose anid replied: 

“Come along to-cabin.” 
- When’ we reached the house he took 
along look up and down the road.: It 
was sixteen miles to the railroad station 
froin which .the soldiers would depart, 
and Long Walk seemed to be wonder- 
ing tf he should advise us to set. out for 
that point. After a time ‘he seemed to 
think it wouldn't do, and turned and 
entered the house. Our cabin was-a 
two roomed affair, with a garret above, 
There were two windows in each room 
below, but none above. Long Walk 
examined the windows, then went out 
to a pile of lumber in the yard and said: 

“Get saw—get hammer—get nails— 
get boards and fix windows. Make 
everything good today.” i 

“But why?” I naturally asked. 
_‘Quppose bad Indian come ‘to-mor 
row?” he-queried in reply. 

“But the Indians won’t hurt us.” 

“Don’t know. Indian heap mad. 


‘Indian drink heap whisky. Indian may ~ 


kill white folks.”

His‘ manner more than his words 
made me feel that danger menaced us, 


‘and I get the tools he asked for and 


began work at once. He measured 
for the windows, and I sawed off some 
pieces of plank. He then asked for an 
auger, and before the pieces were nail- 
ed up we cut loopholes in them, two to 
each window. We then removed the 
sashes from the windows and nailed the 
planks on the inside. 
amined the front door, which was the 
only one, and by his direction I re-en- 
forced it and added a second bar. 
When this had been done he asked: 

‘How much gun in the house?” 

We had a rifle and a shotgun, to- 
gether with a revolver, which belonged 
to a young man who had worked for us 
in the spring, and was then on a farm 
about ten miles away. I got these 
arms together, and Long Walk exam- 
jined them with great care. We had 


' ‘two pounds of powder, a lot of shot 


and caps, and three or four bars of. 
lead. He seemed to be satistied, and 
then took me out doors and said: 


“Bad Indian no come today, but 


come to-morrow, Get plenty. of water 
in the house. Make rain on the roof. 
If bad Indian come shoot him.” 

“But I can’t understand,” I said. 
‘*Why should we be afraid of the In- 
dians?” 

‘Indian heap mad—look out!” he 
replied, and with that he stalked away, 


and would not even turn his head .- 


when I called to him. 


I don’t believe should have realized--"’ 


the full significance of his warning had 
not an older head tome:to my assist- 
ance. Mrs. Webster, our nearest neigh- 
bor, whose husband had also gone to 
be a soldier, but who had not gone 
with him to the station, came over at 
noon to borrow some flour. _WhenI- 
told her what had happened she was 
very much alarmed. She had heard 
whispered fears of an Indian outbreak, 
and she argued that Long Walk would 
not have done ayhe had if there was 
not imminent danger. She had no 
children, and was only a few minutes 
in deciding to remain with us until 
mother returned. I went to her house 
and got her double barreled shotgun 
and ammunition, as well as 4 bundle 


of clothes, and when I returned we be- 


gan carrying out the instructions of the 
Indian. The spring was only a hun- 
dred feet from the house. 
roof, and water was passed up to me, 
and I flung it about until the slabs 
would soak in no more. A bonfire on 
the roof would scarcely have ignited 
them. We had two tubs and several 


* jars. These we filled and earried into 


the house. 

It was 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
when we were through. I had then 
molded over a hundred bullets for rifle 
and revolver, and we could think of 
nothing else to add to our security. 
What was a very unusual thing, we 
had seen no Indians that day except 
Long Walk. This as much as anything 
else satisfied Mrs. Webster that some- 
thing unusual was on foot. About 5 
o’clock she determined to go to her 
cabin.to pack up and bring away some 
small articles, and she returned two 


_ hours later in a state of great agitation. 
She had caught sight of several Indians - 


skulking about, and on the road had 
met a squaw who had spoken to her-in 
an insulting manner and tried to take 
‘the bundle from her hand. —-It-was not 
yet dark when we shut the house up 
and made ready for the awful tragedy 


-which was to be played on the mor 


row. 
I don’t think Mrs. Webster closed 
her eyes that night, although nothing 


*. oceurred to disturb us, and sister and I 
It had been | 


slept for many hours, 
daylight fof an hour when we awoke, 
and we were then aroused by the voice 
of Mrs. Webster saying: 

“Children! children! the Indians are 
coming |” 

While I was dissing Theard the yells 
and whoops of Indians about the house. 
There-was a gang of about forty of 
them, and as ‘soon as I looked out 
through a loophole 1 saw.a great smoke 
from the direction of Mrs. Webster's 


‘house. Just as I was dressed there tame 
‘@ pounding on the door, and the voice 


of an Indian called out: 

‘Huh! Somebody in here! | sigs 
door, quick!” 

“What do you want?’ geked eg 
Webster. 

“Indian hungry—want Sond, In: 
dian good friend with Mrs. Bliss.” 

I-.was watehing the crowd at the 
door,'and I saw that all were armed. 
Two or three were crouched ready to 
spring at the door. the instant it was. 
unbarred. 

“Go away—you- can’t come in,” re- 


: plied Mrs, Webster.

“Indian want food.” 

“We have none for you.” 

“Indian want whisky.” . 

‘There is no whisky in the house,”

They had expected to take us by. 


surprise, and the fact that they had 
not upset their calculations for a time. 


They retired a short distance to talk it © 


over, and during this interval we made 
ready for what was coming. Making 
as little noise as possible, six Indians 
laid down their guns and picked up a 
piece of 4 by 4 scantling which father 
intended: to use as one of the sills for a 
dairy house over the spring: They were 


approaching the doof with this bat-' 


tering ram.when I fired from the left 


- hand window and Mrs. Webster from .- 


the right, both of us using shotguns. 
I fired at the men’s legs and she at 
their: heads, 
while she had two. 

As all six went down I thought at 
first we had killed thein all. Not so, 
however, though it was plain that all 
were hit. Two lay on the ground un- 


der the scantling, while the others got — 
We had opened the . 
battle, and got in the first knock down | 


up to limp away. 


blow. For a moment the Indians were 
stupefied. Then they uttered their 
war whoop, and the fight was on. 

I think I should have made a good 
fight of it’ without Mrs. Webster, as I 
had been brought up on the frontier 
and had the nerve of a man, but it was 
well that she was there. While she was 
pale faced and anxious her voice was 
steady and she took things coolly. Sis- 
ter Mamie was greatly frightened at 
first, but after a few minutes she over- 
came it and, asked for the rifle, with 
which she was a tolerably fair shot. 

The first move of the Indians was to 


take possession of the log barn, which ° 


stood about 200 feet away. There was 
little or nothing in it, and if they fired 
it the distance was too great to en- 
danger the house. They opened fire 
on the two rear windows and we kept 
away from them. -Now and then one 
of their bullets came through a loop- 
hole. but we were out of range. The 
Indians must have known that father 
was gone, and they probably hoped to 
seare us with a great noise. They con- 
tinued shooting for half an hour, and 
then one of them steppéd out from the 
barn and asked for a ‘‘talk.” In reply 
Mrs. Webster fired a charge of buck- 
shot which knocked him over, and we 
saw his body dragged around the cor- 
ner of the barn. 

The Indians now scattered.and en- 


' circled the house, and, dropping~down 


whenever they could find cover, they 
opened a steady fire. By sitting down 


, on the floor we were safe from any bul- 


lets which might enter the loopholes. 
They simply*wasted their: powder, and 


after an hour all but four-of them —|°” 


started off down the road. Their im- 
patience was too great to permit them 
to tarry longer. 
of other settlers who had received no 


* warning and made no preparation, 


and were waiting, as it were, to be 
plundered and murdered. The four 


who remained stood just out of rifle « 
shot to watch the door, and we did not 
see another Indian until nearly sun- . 


down. Then a band of about seventy- 
five came along. Some were on stolen 
horses, some on foot, and about thirty 


. of them were packed into two wagons, 


which they had taken from white men. 
From the yelling, shouting and shoot- 
ing indulged in one would have thought 
our chances were slim. A part of the 
force occupied the barn; so as to com- 
mand the rear windows, while the rest 
made a sort of rifle pit to command the 
front. The two,who had been killed 
inthe morning still lay. where-they had 
fallen, and as. darkness came on we 
made ready to receive any one coming 
after the bodies. It was a starlight 
night, and about 9 o’clock I caught 
sight of two warriors creeping up to the 
spot. I called Mrs. Webster's attention, 
and by the time they were up. we were 
readyfor them. As they were moving 
the-scantling off the body we fired upon 
them, and ‘heither one moved 8 yard 
after being hit. as 
Now came a full hour during which 
not a shot was fired or a shout uttered, 
Then the Indians began shooting blaz- 
ing arrows at the roof, and I have na 
doubt that twenty or’ more alighted 
thereon. ‘That danger’ had been pro- 


.vided for, however, and when they 


found they could not burn us out they 
fell back on another plan. From one 
of the back windows I saw them car. 


-rying along pole to the front of the 


house. There were several of these 
lying near the barn, and it was now 
plain that they were going to try the 
power of battering rams. I saw one

There were hundreds - 
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made ready ‘at the back of the house 
as well, and when I told Mrs. Webster 
she posted Mamie and me at the back 
windows while she stood at the front. 
The Indians had planned a real attack 
from the rear, with only a feint at the 
front. With five men at each pole they 
made a rush for both windows at once, 
while the front of the house was-only 
menaced; Mrs. Webster saw through 
the plan in time, and came running 
‘back just in time to secure a loophole. 
She and Mamie had the shotguns, 
while I had the revolvér, and the In 
dians did not get within five feet of the 

house. 
Our volley was followed by scream 
and yells on their part, and those whe 
had not been disabled beat a hasty re 
treat. From that time until morning 
we were left undisturbed, but they sue 
ceeded in carrying off their dead. We 
d not tell then what damage we 


equl: 
had done, but several weeks later, al 


‘the trial of the chief conspirators and 
leaders, it was stated by an Indian 
that we killed seven and wounded sis 
redskins in our defense.’. 

When morning came not an Indian 
was in sight, but before noon we had 
half a dozen men and women with us 


who were fleeing for their lives, and 


before night we numbered twenty. It 
was a week before we were relieved, 
and during that time bands of. Indians 
turned aside at intervals to attack us 
and be beaten off with loss only ta 
themselves. It was one of the twa 
farm-house forts in. thatgreat area of 
country which made a successful re- 
sistance, and but for our success the 
number of murders would have been 
added to by. at least two dozen.—New 
York Sun.

FISHING FOR TURTLES. 


As Soon as the Game Strikes the Hook 
' the Angler Must Run. 
While there is a great amount of 
pleasure in eating turtle soup there is 
an equal amount in catching the ‘‘crit- 
ter.” During the early morning hours, 
after his lordship has returned from 


his walk, is the best time to fish for ~ 


him. This may seem strange, but fish- 
ing for them is the only method used here 
to ¢apturethem. They will be motion- 
less near the surface, their great heads 
sticking out of the water like. the end 
ofa big stick. If a fly or bug goes into 
the water down goes the turtle, and in 
an instant it has a luscious morsel. An 


_ earthworm is a desirable feast for a 


turtle, and these are generally used for 
bait. The tackle is very primitive, and 
consists of a strong line and a codfish 
hook. 


Bait the hook with a large bunch of - “ 
‘ worms and throw in where the turtle 


was last seen, orif its head is out of 
water throw the bait directly in front 
of it. The bite is very easy, and when 
a short pull on the line communicates 
the fact to the angler that a turtle is at 
the other end he must act carefully 
and quickly. A sharp jerk will. gener- 
ally fasten the hook into the horny 
mouth, and then the fun begins, es- 
pecially if the turtle is a forty pounder. 
The chances are greatly in favor of 
the turtle if a novice is at one end of 
the line, and an expert fares but little 
better if the turtle happens to take the 
bait near the bottom. The great secret 
in the landing of the game is to keep it 
from the bottom. As soon as the tur- 


tle find# itself hooked it makes for the: . 


soft mud on the bottom, and is as safe 
there as a covey of birds which takes 
to the swamp for protection whet per 
sued by the hunter. 


The novice will invariably try to land < 


his first turtle by pulling in the line 
hand over hand. By the time ten feet 
of the line is in there is a strong pull, 
as if a snag had been struck, and it. 
generally proves to be a snag. The 
turtle sinks into the mud, and it is al- 
most impossible to move it. 

The only way to land the game is to 
take the line over your shoulder as 
soon as you feel the strike, and run ag 
fast as possible. As long as the turtle 
is kept in the water and on the jump 
you are sure of the game. As soon as 
it is landed it is killed by shooting it in 
the head.—Cor. Providence Journal.’
